A WINTER IN F LORE NCE. 


‘ Winter a pproacl: ed; the villegiatura of 
the J'uscan geutry, usually performed. du- 
ting the vintage, was over; strangers began 
to flack into.Florence, and the Countass of 
Albany began her. weekly soirees.. ‘This 
widew of the last of the Stuarts was under- 
stood to be in receipt of an annual pension 
from her cousin, eur gracious sovereiga, 
and to be willing to show her gratitude, by 
giving to his wandering subjects what they 
much wanted, a point of re-union. A int 
niature .portrait.of this lady, taken in |her 
youth was.shewn to me bya Griend, to 
whom she had presented it. I found that 
time had still lott remains of the very great 
beauty, and no sinall portion of the vivacity, 
of her garly age. She had testified to spc- 
¢ceding times, her affection and respect for 
Alfieri, by employing Canova to sculpture 
his ‘monument in Santa Croce; the apart- 
ment which he occupied in her house, wag 
left in the state in which it was at his deat, 
—the bed, and the clothes he last wore, yp- 
touched: ‘Tn the drawing- -room, pre- 
ceding the salon of i n, was a bpst 
aiid @ portrait of Affieri.” 

“At this soiree, tea, ices and petits ga- 
teauz were given, but neither cards, music, 
nor dancing, except at one ball during the 
carnival. Seated in ber arm-chair near the 
chimney, but not turned towards the fire, 
aid conversing with those nearest to her, 
the Coutitess receivéd her visitors with all 
aie’ @iscrimination. When getitlemen 3p- 
proached; ‘she lialf raised ‘herself oh the 
arms of her chair; when ladies presented 
themselves, she stood upright on “her feet, 
afd ‘then sat down ‘again. ‘Towards per- 
sors of high distinction, she advanced two 
or three steps, and she absolutely went more 
than half across the room to meet the young 
Archduke. 

‘ The good ‘Jacobites regarded her with 
reverence and interest, and watched her 
looks and manners as if she had béen 
“every inch a * One of them whis- 
pered to me, ai mé as onc of the 
éraft, “ How cross her Majesty looks this 
evening! ‘hope nothing is the matter.” 

¢ These Conversazioni were very agree- 
able: we. seldom missed attending: there 
wast chess table -anderthe portrait-of Al- 
fieri, and I sometimes madea party; though 
painters, | chess-players are not so common on the Con- 
tinent’as I bad been taught to expect.

Are they not 
more oppressed by those which are peculiar 
to them than even the poor themselves by 
theirs? To make the fich happy, even iv 
this world, is a more difficult task than to 
make the poor so; and he who contributes 
to the happiness of the rich by affording 
them a gratification, agreeable to that which 
is innocent in their tastes and Ulameless in 
their habitudes, may justly be regarded ag 
beacvoleut. 

‘Prince Borghese gave a great iete in 
the beginning of the winter, and then sus- 
pended his entertainments, while preparing 
a splendid galiery, which was opened, in a 
dition to. the thirty-awo plices before men- 
tioned, for a masked ball in carnival. The 
Grand-duke’s family attended in the costume 
of the Medici of former days. Visitants 
flocked to this ball from various and distant 
parts of Italy; nearly two thousand persons 
were said to be asscinbled. The Muses 
and the Virtues graced this ball in masque- 
rade; dignity and tesror were added by lre- 
roes and brigands, id masquerade also; 
though the real race of brigands ig by no 
means extinct in Waly, nor that of heros, 
when occasion shall call them forth. 

‘The Grand-duke condescends also to 
give balls in his palace during carnival, 
without insisting on the etiquette of a court- 
dress, either in respect to the men or ladies 
invited. Foreigners are presented by their 
several diplomatic ministers. Assembled in 
an ante-room, they wait till the éntrance of 
the family of the sovereign into the great 
salon is announced. They are received 
near the door, and after “ reverence due,” 
and, it may be, a few civil phrases, pass on. 
On one occasion, the dancing began cf 
an English country-dance—the despise 
kitchen-hop; such was the pleasure of the 
Grand-duchess, On the merits of this 
dance, it would ill become a seragenaire ta 
take upon himself to decide: its performance 
at the court of Tuscany was held to be a 
compliment to the English people, anil “us 
they constituted more than oné ‘half of 
number of strangers at Florence, they 
an arithmetical title to consideration. 

‘ There 18 at Florence, and other great 
towns of Italy, an institution called Casino 
de’ Nobili, a sort of subscription club house 
to which the gentry of the place-resort for 
the pu of amusement. At Naples, 
this association bears the more Attic name 
of Accadéniia, without any age! or philo- 
sophical pursuit being implied by such ti- 
tle. Indeed an evening musical ‘party is 
éalled an Academia. i know not if any 
thing ofthis kind of Casino exists at Rome, 
ifit does, strangérs are not the better for it. 
‘That at Florence gave a splendid fete, to 
which were invited all the nobili forestieri, 
foreign gentry, who had been presentéd at 
court. ‘The court too attendeil, thiat is, the 
personages of the Grand-duke’s family, with- 
out any other distinction that could be ob- 
served by the compari than that of their 
arm-chairs at the head of the room, and the 
respect that was voluntarily paid to them by 
the whole assembly.. Their quadriélle, or 
dancing party for ‘those of the family who 
participated “in that amusenient, was form-| 
ed of persons of their own choice. Such is 
the’ etiquette: and it was pleasént to see them 
enjoying the honour of royalty without its re- 
straint. The appartamenti, so the even- 
ings of reception during Lent are called, 
were conducted with ceremonial; they were 
in fact a levee: ‘I attended there as a tribute 
of thanks due to the sovereign, who so 


kindly admitted strangers’ in his quality and, 


character of a-host. 

‘ Phe: ‘parpose for which idle people crowd ; 
together in: towns in the winter season, is 
well accomplished at Florence;.I will add 
oaly that the Russians, assembled on the 
banks of the Arno, gave an entertainment 
that did éqial credit to their good taste an 
hospitality. 'So ‘passed the time till 
brought back the year.’

A traveller, who visited the Tua xisx capital 
shortly before the commencement of the present 
war, gives this description of the suburb appro- 
priated to the Fnanwxs:—“As to Pera, it consists 
principally of one long, narrow, and dirty street, 
between two extensive burial gr , and is 
connected by several smaller, and still narrower 
streets, with the suburbs of Galata and Tophana, 
which extend te the water side. The houses 
form a strange mixture of European and Asiatic 
architecture; few, with the exception of the 
different embassies, are worth notice, and these 
are inferior to second-rate mansions in London 
or Paris, the upper stories of many of the pri- 
vate houses projecting so far into the street, 
that opposite neighbours may not only converse, 
but shake hands. At the further extremity of 
Pera are the artillery barracks, an extensive 
range of building, orected under the superinten- 
dance of the French Ambassador. The burial 

behind the barracks is the favourite 
walk of the Franks; it is a complete grove of 
cypresses—trees which Lord Byron so beaatiful- 
ly describes as 
“ The only constant mourners o'er the dead.” 

These stately trees throw a gloomy shade over 
the richly ornamented tombs of the Moslems. 
This cometry is intersected by a variety of walks, 
commanding the most beautiful views of the sea 
of Mamora, the Bosphorus, and the coast of Asia. 
These walks are the favourite haunts of beggars; 
old and haggard-looking women, muffled up in 
the Oriental style, with an appearance that sa- 
vours not of this world, glide like ghosts along 
the dark alleys of this secluded spot, with 
the hopes of extorting a few ‘‘ paras’’ from the 
passers by. The English burial-ground occupies 
a small plot on the other side of the barracks, 
and beyond is the Armenian cemetery; the tomb- 
stones are all fiat, with little or no ornament. 
On one was chiselled an axe and gallows, hav- 
‘img, ne doubt, some reference to the manner in 

which the bodies it covered departed this life. 
Numbers of houseless dogs find shelter among 
these tombs, and issve forth at day-break in 
search of food, of which a considerable supply is 
procured at the barracks. Occasionally a dead 
horse is thrown out, the dogs are then in high 
feeding, and whilst one party is engaged at the 
carcass, videts are stationed round to keep in- 
traders off. The ** canine economy” of Constan- 
tinople is well known, immense numbers of large 
brows dogs are allowed to roam at large, and

of state, and in his full ponitificals, was addres- 
| sing in the most impressive manner a crowd of 
childien, whose persons exhibited a most fan- 
‘tastical display of tinsel and finery, reminding 
me more of chimney-sweepers on May-day than 
the recipients of one of the most important sa- 
craments of the Romish Church. For the first 
time in my life I attended a Greek church; far 
be it from me.to censure what I do not under- 
stand, but to me the service sppeared the climax 
of absurdity—the singing was discordant in the 
“extreme—the lower orders of the Greeks were 
the most ferocious-looking set of ruffians | ever 
-saw. Some were in pepetual motion from the 
Tepeated crossings, others were perambulating 
Abe chapel, and kissing the pictures of their fa- 
F vourite Saimts. The priest officiates with hic 
back to the altar, consequently faces the con- 
gregation. His thick beard and long black hair 
waving grecefully over his shoulders, give him 
‘B very peculiar, as well as an imposing appear- 
Ance. The potificals of the Greeks are as splen- 

did as those of the Catholic Clergy. A fine head 

of hair is indispensably requisite in the former. 

The avenues to the different churches are lined 

with Mehomedan ot Christian beggars, many of 
whom ere amongst the most hideous objects of 
human infirmity, One man in particular, who 

had lest his leg, carried the amputated limb in 

his hand as the most powerful appeal to the be- 

nevolence of the public. In no part of the world 

is there more bigotry or intolerance than at Pera. 

The greatest hostility prevails amongst the dif- 

ferent parties in religion. Ofien have I observed 

the dark scowl of the Christian’s countenance 

when a Mahomedan igs, from curiosity entered 

the church. During Holy Week, no Jew dare 

appear in the streets of Pera; his life would ac- 

tually be endangered by the juvenile part of 

the Christian community. The Greeks are con- 

sidered by the Catholics as heretics, and Protes- 

tants as no better than infidele. Considerable 

animosity prevailed between my landlady and 

her Greek servant, because the latter insisted 
upon fasting according to the rules of his own 
Chuich. Religion appears entirely confined to 
externals. During my residence at Pera a Greek 
shopman stabbed his master, went to the priest» 
confessed his crime, and immediately after at- 
tempted to commit suicide.’’
